SYNOPSIS 


At Cbioago and Cicero, Illinoia. SUBJECT, reportedly bora 
15 January 1921 at Zarasai, Lithuania, was satlafaotorily 
eaployed by Raster Builders since approximately 1953# except 
for several short periods, at which tine he worked for the 
Security Construction Company during the 1950* ej he la eligible 
for rehire. Three developed informants and two neighborhood 
references commented favorably regarding SUBJECT'S character, 
reputation, and recommended him as trustworthy. Hone knew of 
any counmnistic affiliations and they believed him to be pro* 
American in hie views. Credit at Cicero satisfactory and at 
Chicago, negative. Police at Cicero negative. Chicago Police 

records reflect one Vincas — was arrested on 9 

February 1951 Tor going through a traffic light. This individual 
was fixed $3.00 plus $2.00 coate on 8 March 1951. Investigation 
revealed SUBJECT, who is married and the father of three 
children, has also been known as Vincentes - — — - — — — and 
Vines *—**———.
